What you can’t do 
about parking

The parking situation at Sacramento State College is deplorable. 
Unless you arrive early for a 7:00 or an 8:00 class, you can rarely 
find a parking piace that is within a ten-minute walk of the campus. 
The situation becomes worse in the winter when the wind and rain 
Start and you begin your day with soaked, muddy feet and a severe 
case of the flu. 

if you're one of those stubborn individuals who has paid your 
$13.00 and refuses to park ten minutes away from campus, you can 
try your luck in the closer “black” parking areas by chasing down 
students you think are ieaving, only to discover they are just going 
to the dorm or to drop off some books. But if you are lucky enough 
to find someone actually leaving the parking lot, before you can 
disengage the clutch, put the car in first, and hit the accelerator, a 
smart-aleck VW whips into your parking place and you spend 
another ten or fifteen minutes finding another. Aggressiveness, a 
sharp eye, and a disregard for your fellow student, are important 
requirements in nabbing a parking place and still getting to class on 
time. 

it’s really disgusting to arrive twenty minutes early for ciass, wait 
twenty-five minutes for a parking place, and end up five minutes late 
for class. It becomes so embarrassing sneaking into class late every 
day that you break down and join the troops who march in from the 
parking lot out in no-man's land. 

The other alternative is to go to the pay parking area and feed the 
machine a quarter (if you're lucky enough to have change, that is), 
for a parking place. These pay parking lots were originally designed 
for those using the Parking lot only a couple times a week and didn't 
want to pay a regular parking fee. However, parking has become so 
crowded in the black parking areas that according to one campus 
policeman, half of the pay-lot is now filled with cars with black 
stickers. Needed parking is taken up by these pay tots, so that some 
students who have aiready paid $13.00 to park, end up paying from 
$5.00 to $25.00 more for a parking place. Approximately $200.00 a 
day is taken from the two pay lots, half of which is contributed by 
students who have already purchased their $13.00 parking permit. 

A simple solution seems to be to move the pay lots farther out, and 
to give the close parking Privilege to those who have paid their 
$13.00 for it.This way 758 more students could be accommodated 
closer to campus without them having to pay any extra money, and 
students needing the pay tots would stil! have the facilities available. 

But as Officer Johnson of the campus police pointed out, there is 
no simple solution for two unresolvable reasons. First, the state 
legistature has frozen state college funds that are necessary for such a 
move; and secondly, even if funds were available, campus expansion 
plans include the construction of a student union on top of the 
present pay lot across from the psychology building, making parking 
re-organization unfeasible. 

However, Officer Jonnson did point out two last resorts. You could 
always sprain a leg or an ankle, hobble into the heaith center and 
obtain a special decal that would guarantee a close parking place, or 
worse yet, join the facuity.

The story of an of

(The boy who wanted it and didn’t get it.) 


Michael Hackard—the story of an office and the 
boy who loved it! 

Although it hasn’t been very noticeable this 
year, we do have a student body president. His 
name is Michael Hackard. He has had his “hundred 
days” since assuming office now. And in just that 
short a time he has managed to alienate many of 
those seriously involved in campus and community 
change. At the same time he has managed to keep 
his existence a secret from most of the campus. 

That is not an easy task to accomplish in the 
short four months since June. Nevertheless, 
discussions about Hackard among other 
“powerholders” in campus governance bring out 
the attitudes of his co-workers, many of whom 
believe he is neglecting those he was elected to 
serve and, instead, using his office to elevate his 
own position. 

The controversy centers about Hackard’s choice 
of priorities for his exercise of power and, 
secondly, the inconsistencies of his command 
which enable him to be described as “headstrong 
egotist searching for power” and “Casper 
Milquetoast” is the same conversation. 

The focus of the problem lies in Hackard’s 
priorities. Hackard has admitted that he doesn’t 
really give a damn about campus politics, that 
there are relatively few issues to be fought and 
that the bureaucracy is non-combatible any way. 
The frustration of campus politics bores him This 
in itself is not beyond understanding; many in 
student government feel the same; some have 
dropped out of the battle, others keep trying. 


Third road 
But Hackard has found a third road. He has 
taken himself off-campus. Neither is this unusual: 
Joe Hay did it just iast year when he focused his 
attention on the student president’s association, 
the trustees and the legislature. 

But Hackard has gone beyond this. His goals are 
now to achieve international disarmament and 
world peace. Since this is difficult to do from his 
desk, he travels a lot. 

These are admirable goals to be sure, but not a 
few of those with a high stake in what occurs on 
campus think it is proper for the president to 
spend the students time and money on such an 
elusive goal while delegating all of his local duties 
to his sister, girlfriend and aides, none of whom 
are accountable to anyone save Hackard himseif 
who has managed to make himself accountable to 
no one. 

Earlier this semester, Hackard mailed out 3,000 
petitions to every student president and student 
newspaper editor in the nation asking them to 
endorse a policy of total disarmament. For those 
within the state he even included a return postage 
paid envelope. What does Hackard intend to do 
with the return from this effort? He is planning a 
trip to Vienna later this year to the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks. There, one might suppose, he 
would present the petitions to our delegates at the 
talks. But, alas, they will not meet with Hackard 
so he will present them to the international press 
who are covering the talks instead. 

Many of those active in student affairs tend to 
doubt the significance or worthiness of this act, 
particularly in sight of the expense. Nevertheless, 
Hackard spends most of his available time working 
on this project. Just last week, in fact, he returned 
from a six day trip to Washington where he talked 
to politicos such as Sen. William Fulbright and

interference, it might be worthwhile to relate 
Hackard’s relationship with the Hornet. 

When Dan Parker, who was to be this year’s 
editor, unexpectedly resigned shortly before the 
semester began, Hackard insisted that he be 
replaced by a woman editor. He didn’t care if she 
was an inexperienced freshman who had never 
read a paper, he wanted a woman. The very next 
day the Hornet was informed that he didn’t care 
who was editor. The Hornet then established an 
interim editorial board until a replacement could 
be found. 

Then Larry Freed appeared. Hackard wanted to 


know if it would be agreeable to appoint Freed 
editor. Freed had no experience; neither was he a 
woman. But Hackard wanted to take Freed along 
on a trip to Helsinki to the SALT talks where 
Hackard would represent Sac State’s interest (This 
trip was postponed in favor of the Vienna trip; a 
prior trip to the Paris Peace Talks to represent SSC 
was also cancelled). Freed could only be justified 
for the trip if he had some position of authority. 
Hackard believed editor of the campus paper 


would be fine. Lorry Freed 


When Hackard finally got the idea that the entire 
Hornet staff would resign on him, he gave up. 
Larry Freed did not. He began making 
appointments with various members of the 
administration as a representative of the Hornet. 
As a brash, headstrong, individual with a perfect 
talent for making other lives miserable, Freed 
began to place the Hornet is some embarrassing 
positions with administrators with whom the 
Hornet had always had good relations. After 
threatening Freed with disciplinary action the 
Hornet was finally rid of him. 

Hackard then told the Hornet he was perfectly 
willing to have the Hornet function without any 
editor at all, just the editorial board. Then he 
decided he wanted Maryellen Burns, currently 
news editor to assume the position. She declined, 
and Hackard implied that if she wouldn’t do it 
then he wouldn't appoint anyone else either. Then 
he began to send mail to “Dan Crawford, Editor’’. 
Crawford is the Hornet Backshop manager. 
Hackard explained he thought Crawford was the 
editor. It was suggested that Scott Burns could be 
editor (the author) and Hackard said he would not 
accept him under any circumstances. Last week 
when informed that Burns was going to apply for 
the editor Hackard was delighted. Today, 
undoubtedly, he will change his mind again. 

Of course, the Hornet is not alone in its 
difficulties with Hackard. Last week John Dutro 
tripped over Mimi Hackard’s dog (Mike’s sister). 
When Dutro threatened to throw the mutt off the 
balcony, Mike’s immediate reaction was to inform 
VP Schneider that he was going to rescind all 
thirty two presidential appointments made at the 
previous senate meeting. Fortunately Hackard was 
easily convinced that it would be a rash action 
when Schneider explained that he would no longer 
do Hackard’s work for him in interviewing and 
selecting applicants for siudent positions. 

It might be best to conclude with Hackard’s 
own words. In an argument with the Hornet, 
Maryellen Burns commented, “You'd better learn 
that twenty thousand students are more important 
than Mike Hackard,” to which the illustrious 
president himself replied, “You're wrong. Mike 
Hackard is more important than the twenty 
thousand students on this campus.”

Draft 


The Selective Service System 
announced that Random 
Sequence number 125 would be 
the ceiling for induction into the 
military for young men in the 
1971 first priority selection 
group—that is, those registrants 
born in 1951 or earlier who 
received lottery numbers in 
1970 or 1969 and are available 
for induction during 1971. 

The Department of Defense 
last week announced a 10,000 
draft call for the remainder of 
1971. Draft Director Dr. Curtis 
W. Tarr said that Selective 
Service local boards would 
deliver 6.500 of these men in the 
period Nov. 1-18 and the 
remaining 3,500 in the period 
Nov. 29-Dec. 9. Tarr said that he 
has directed local boards to give 


125 











registrants facing the inducation 
Process in coming months. 
Current draft regulations require 
10 days notice. 

Tarr said the uniform national 
call provision of the new draft 
law assures every young man in 
the 1971 group who is 1-A and 
qualified with a RSN of 125 and 
below that he will receive an 
induction notice in the near 
future. Tarr pointed out that 
some of these men will enter the 
Army in January, February or 
March of next year because of 
the extended licbility provisions 
of the Selective Service 
regulations. 

“Equity of treatment for ail 
registrants requires that all men 
with RSNs of 125 or lower face 
the induction process,” Tarr 







































——National student lobby --------- 


This week SSC was invited to 
join a new political 
organization—the National 
Studénf “Lobby. “This” is a 
non-profit, registered lobby in 
Washington, D.C. and is the only 
national student organization 
with a tax status which allows it 
to lobby Congress in behalf of 
student interests. It has a 
permanent staff and office in 
Washington to monitor the 
activities of Congress and the 
Executive. 

The National Student Lobby 
was organized this summer by 
four students from the 
University of California who 
were involved in the creation of 
a successful student lobby in 
California. 

The California Student Lobby 
is student controlled and 
financed and has been an 
effective voice for student 
interests in the state legislature. 
On 47 bills on which the lobby 
took a position, Dick Twohy, 
the legislative counsel of the 
California Student Lobby, has 
claimed a success rate of 81 per 
cent. Twohy also pointed out 
that the California lobby has 
concerned itself with a wide 
variety of issues, “ranging from 
supporting greater aid to higher 
education to opposing a state 
‘no-knock’ law.” 

Using the California Student 
Lobby as a model, the National 
Student Lobby will be 
controlled by students. The

politics and priorities will be set 
by a poll of students at the 
member campuses, and from 
that concensus the policy wil! be 
determined. 

This month the National 
Student Lobby has begun a 
massive membership drive. From 
its national office at 1835 K 
Street in Washington, D.C., the 
NSL staff is sending a letter to 
every student body president in 
the nation describing the NSL 
and inviting the student 
government to join. 

In addition, over 55 
coordinator in 24 states and the 
District. of Columbia will 
personally contact the student 
body presidents of over 480 
student governments. These 
student governments represent 
over 3,500,000 students. 

According to Peter Coye, the 
Executive Director of the 
National Student Lobby, about 
$0 student governments have 
already indicated their intention 
to join, and it is expected that 
the NSL will have as many as 
500 member schools by the end 
of its first year of operation. 

“Crucial decisions on matters 
of civil liberties, higher 
education, war, poverty, and the 
environment are made at the 
national level,” explained Peter. 
“The California Student Lobby 
showed that an_ effective 
lobbying operation can _ be 
supported by students—the next 
step is the National Student 
Lobby.”

You don’t have to go to college to know of the tragedy that many 
artists have endured in the past—Van Gogh and Toulouse-Lautrec 
make you pause for a moment of admiration and sympathy. Yet, 
too often people narrow their concept of Art to painting (and 
sculpting); they forget that film can be Art. Dance, whether it be 
ballet, modern, or African-Haitian is Art. 

The Impressionism of Toulouse-Lautrec has its parallel in music as 
do ail eras of “Art”, and musicians have always been a pert of the 
life-styles that accompanied these eras. Musicians are artists in the 
truest sense, but perhaps composers are even more so, for to create 
Art requires a greater degree of empathy with the environment. The 
composer is sensitive to the social strife, the love, war and what have 
you that makes or breaks this world, and attempts to tell you how 
he feels about it in his own way. Most often this process of 
assimilation takes its toll. 

This introspection may also leave little reward. A fellow by the 
name of Mozart died when he was 35 and impoverished. An 
onslaught of rain the night of his burial kept his “friends” from 
attending and he was buried in a pauper’s grave (with several other 
people)—the site has never been known. Makes you want to write 
music doesn’t it. If you’re familiar with the popular song “Ode to 
Joy” which came out last fall, it might encourage you to know that 
Beethoven was stone deaf when he wrote it. In fact, he didn’t hear 
any music that he or anyone else wrote the last twenty years of his 
life. 

Ah, but Life Marches On, they say... BAH!! We continue to 
allow great artists to starve for love, recognition and food. Pear! is 
hardly a little known artist. Is she dead? Hell, yes!! escept for her 
artistry through which she has become immortal. Did you ever hear 
of Lenny Bruce? What about Bela Bartok? 

Bela Bartok died of leukemia in 1945 after five years in this 
country. He also died in the poor house. And to give truth to this 
statement:“‘He had to die before he could become famous,” Bartok 
obliged us (unwillingly, I’m sure). 

The fascinating music that this man created was influenced by his 
devoted research into the truly nationalistic music of his homeland, 
Hungary. His research filtered out gypsy music which is often 
mistaken for Hungarian. Bartok often said how his life among the 
peasants collecting this now forgotten music were to inject the 
freshness of the native Hungarian peasants’ music and their natural 
human spirit into a synthesis of the three important aspects of three 
great composers: Bach, Beethoven and Debussy. He did this and 
developed his own comtemporary style. Besides his research and 
composing. he could really tear up a piano. 

The life of this man and his music can be summed up with two 
words: unc-mpromising integrity. As a young man trying to make 
known new music in the world of his Hungary, he was rewarded 
with apathy. His music (first thought to be strange) was finally 
accepted in his homeland but only after the recognition of his genius 
as a scholar and a pianist. To support himself he taught piano and 
published piano books at the loca! Royal Conservatory. He also went 
on concert tours and research expeditions out of his country. You 
could say he was riding pretty highbefore WWII. 

Here is where we take a lesson in guts. Hitler had made alliances 
with Hungarv, fascism permeated and the country and Berlin radio 
was playingBartok’s music. Not only did Bela protest the broadcasts, 
but he blasted fascism every chance he got (this is easier to do ina 
democracy }. He knew that to stay in Hungary meant acquiescence to 
Hitler; his friends knew it meant his death and convinced him to 
move to New York City. 

Five years of little happiness and even less money followed, and 
though he continued to write, his music was seldom 
performed—and only then when his few admirers commissioned 
works to keep him alive physically and spiritually. For his Concerto 
for Orchestra in 1943 he was given $1000—not bad for a year’s 
salary. ASCAP and friends provided enough funds for him to live in 
a nursing home and continue to write. In 1945 he worked feverishly 
to complete his Third Piano Concerto, not just for Art’s sake, bu: 
ilso to leave his wife an inheritance. He was dying and he knew it; 
but not many others did. . . 

Bela Bartok died before he could complete the last 17 measures of 
this concerto ( a friend finished it from sketches) and soon 
afterwards the popularity of his music increased geometrically. | 
can’t help but think that at first those people were just suffering 
from guilt. I do know, however, that once they listened to his music 
they were captured. I know because I was when I was still aksing: 
“Bela who?” 

You have an opportunity to taste the musicai offering of not only 
Bartok (Piano Concerto No. 3), but of Tchaikowsky (Symphony No. 


5), and Surinach (Overture to Drama Jondo) as well. The 
Sacramento Symphony. conducted by Harry Newstone, will 
perform. Good tickets are reasonably priced, so why not go?! 

Don’t think you have to wear a tux or gown and a 


toothpick-supported smile. Just concern yourself with your own 
integrity and you'll look great. If you can’t make it, then you’re 
missing out on something. KFBK-FM does broadcast each concert 
the following Sunday night, and if you can’t listen to that, then get a 
hold of me through the Hornet office and I'll take you to a turntable 
snd enlighten you personally. | mean it. Don’t ride that 
narrow-guage track when you can hi-ball the gates and main line. 

To quote Bela Bartok from the last page of his Third Piano 
Concerto: “‘vege”—The End.
